Vatican City—(Radio, NC)—His 
Holiness Pope Pius XIl on July 26 
issued an Encyclical Epistle call- 
ing for public prayers and works 
of penanca to placate God, Who is 
offended by grave private hnd pub- 
lic crimes, and to petition a true 
peace for the an 

The epistie is entitled “Summf 
Maeroris”, (of the greatest sorrow) 
from its opening words in Latin, 

“While the sky is overcast. with 
dark clouds,” the Pontiff said, “We 
who have the freedom, dignity and 
prosperity of all nations very 
earnestly at heart, cannot but re- 
turn to exhorting all citizens and 
their rulers to true concord and 
peace.” 

The Pope urged all to remem- 
ber what they know from most 
recent experience—that war 

brings nothing but “ruins, 
death and every kind of misery.” 

He scored the false approaches 
some countries make to achievin 
peace. “Many discuss, write an 
speak on the method of finally 
achieving peace which is so much 
desired, ut some pass by or 
openly repudiate the principles 
which must constitute its solid 
basis. 

“In fact, in not a few countries 
it is not truth but falsehood which 
is presented under a certain garb 
of right; neither are love or char- 
ity favored but hatred and blind 
rivalry are inculeated; concord be- 
tween citizens is not encouraged

Father Connell discussed the use 
f atomic weapons from the moral 
tandpoint in three steps deduced 
from the commonly accepted prin- 
iples of Catholic moral teaching.” 


FIRST PRINCIPLE 
First, the use of the A-Bomb, 
r any weapon of destruction, is 
violation of God’s law “if it is 
itended directly to kill or to in- 
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otely and indirectly to the 
war effort. To launch a direct 
attack 


evil means.” 
SECOND.STEP 


In his second step, Father Con- 
nell said that, presuming a nation 
is justified in going to war, the 
use of the A-bomb or the H-bomb 
against a military target is not 
in itself forbidden. As examples 
of military targets he cited a fleet, 
a body of troops, a plane factory, 
or a railroad center, and said: “An 
atomic weapon may be used direct- 
ly against such an objective be- 
cause such a weapon is not essen- 
tially different from a TNT bomb, 
a cannon, a hand grenade or a 
rifle. The difference is in the 
— of the weapon, not in its na- 

re as an instrument of war- 
fare.” 


THIRD PRINCIPLE 


In his third consideration, Fa- 
ther Connell said if the use of a 
bomb, “even when directed against 
a lawful target, will involve the 
death or maiming of so many non- 
combatants that the evil effect out- 
weights the military advantage, 
the procedure is wrong.” Father 
Connell reasoned: “For, while it is 
permitted at times to perform an 
action which in itself is lawful, 
even though some innocent per- 
sons may suffer in consequence, 
the action is forbidden if the harm 
that is foreseen is out of propor- 
tion to the good results ho for. 
It is not yy! to apply this prin- 
ciple when human lives are at 
stake; but a few examples will 
illustrate the point. 

“A military commander,” he con- 

ued, “would not be justified in 
seeking to capture a fortification 
held by the enemy if the advantage 
would be slight and it piven: 
would result in the death of several 
hundred soliders. On the other 
hand, if the victory would mean a 
vital advance into the enemy’s ter- 
ritory he would not be wrong if 
he sacrificed several thousand of 
his men to obtain it. Similarly, if 
a military chief planned to use an

“Moreover, even in the case of 
a justifiable use of the bomb, the 
consequences would probably | be 
retaliation in the form of reprisals 
which in the heat of combat would 
soon become the mass slaughter of 
civilian populations by the millions. 
It is to be hoped that our leaders 
will refrain from using atom’ 
Weapons unless it is absolutely 
necessary for the very preserva- 
tion of our national existence.

Government Convene In New York 


Zeal For Error Of ‘Witnesses Of Jehovah’ Astonishes Those Who Have Truth

FROM last Sunday to this, the Yankee Stadium in The Bronx, 

scene of many a hard-fought baseball and football contest, has 
been the gathering place for some 70,000 to 80,000 enemies of the 
Catholic Church. They converged on New York City from all 
points of the compass to attend the first of the annual conventions 
of Jehovah’s Witnesses held in the city. 


If past performances can be accepted as a criterion, it is safe 
to predict in advance as this is necessarily written that the period 
from July 30 to August 6 will witness a repetition of the anti- 
Catholic utterances for which their conventions and other meetings 
have become noted.. - | 


The Witnesses make no secret of their hatred of the Catholic 
Church—it has been the Number One target. of their anti-Christ 
teachings. Too many people, however, including large numbers of 
Catholics, make the mistake of dismissing the members of this 
sect as “crackpots.” Whatever the mental quirk or the twisted 
concept of religion that makes them follow its doctrines so 
zealously, these self-appointed evangelists should not be dismissed: 
lightly—they are the avowed enemies of the Church and will bear 
close watching. . : : 


We Admire Their Zeal 


To adequately assay the Jehovah Witness movement—the 
corporate title is “Watchtower Bible and Tract Society”—it 1s 
necessary to delve a little into their present-day operations, 
glimpse at first-hand some of their far-flung operations and look 
into the beginnings of this strange pseudo-religion that has 
gathered to itself more than 500,000 followers in this country 
alone and which is engaged in the publishing, radio broadcasting, 
farming, education and street-vending fields. 


For many years, Jehovah Witnesses have poured forth a 
seemingly endless stream of anti-Catholic and un-American propa- 
ganda and teachings. Very likely you have observed Witnesses 
doggedly peddling their literature from door to door or on street 


corners. There was a time some years ago when they would ring 


your doorbell and then with foot insolently thrust between the 
door and the frame, they would turn on a portable phonograph 
that rasped out the anti-Catholic propaganda in which the cult 
specializes. This method of propogandizing was abandoned some 
years ago because it ran afoul of ordinances in certain towns. 
But before it was withdrawn as a major facet of the Witnesses’ 
“education” program, it had served to offend the instincts of 
countless Americans—Catholics and non-Catholics alike—who 
resented the manner in which it was forced upon them. 

An examination of the literature peddied by Jehovah Wit- 
nesses through every channel available to them leaves no doubt 
that this cult regards the Catholic Church as its arch-enemy. In 
its Watchtower and Consolation, both of which appear twice a 
month, the Catholic Church. bears the brunt of the vitriolic attacks 
which have become characteristic of the whole movement. 

If you question a member of the Jehovah Witnesses closely 
about the teachings of the cult, you™sare more than likely to come 
away completely confused as to just what the organization stands 
for. His answers to your questions will be punctuated with fre- 
quent references to “Jehovah God.” More than likely he (or she!) 
will refer to himself as a “servant of the Lord.” He will make the 
bland assertion that Jehovah’s Witnesses were placed on earth by 
none other than Jehovah Himself to save the world from all 
forms of “organized religion.” 

If you. .ask.a Witness for the answer to your “$64 question”: 
“Who is Jehovah?” he will, as most of them invariably do, answer 
you by reading from the ever-handy Jehovah's. Witnesses’ own 
American Standard Version of the Bible, Psalm 83, verse 18: 

“That men may know that thou, whose name alone is 
Jehovah, art the most high all over the world.” If that isn’t 
enough to satisfy your curiosity, he will turp to his special version 
of Exodus 6:3: “And I appeared unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and 
unto Jacob by the name of God almighty, but by my name 
Jehovah was I not known to them.” 

You still do not comprehend, dear reader? Neither do I!

God. The means she used to achieve 
this end are paradoxically easy and 
hard, ordinary and extraordinary: 
the virtues, prayer and sacrifice, 
accompanied by a joyous renuncia- 
tion of self and such suffering as 
God sent to her. Paradoxically— 
easy and ordinary, because these 
same means are easily accessible 
to men and women; hard and ex- 
traordinary, because the will must 
renounce every false but alluring 
object and must joyfully seek its 
real object: St. Therese con- 
fidently accepted what God gave 
her as being best for her, never 
presuming to ask for more nor 
despairing and begging for less. 

In short, hers was a complete 
and loving abandonment to the 
Way of God. The key to this 
Way of love, pure and intense, love 
of God as He Is in Himself. She 
reached perfection by the heroic 
——- of Charity, Faith and 

ope toward God and toward her 
neighbors. 

The accent of her “little way” 
was not based on knowledge nor 
the matter of the intellect so much 
as on the spirit of the will: Mary- 
like, she excelled in loving God, 
her Father,, Son and Spouse, 
Christ-like, she loved Love Itself 
and all men so that she understood 
fully His words to the Apostles at 
the Last Supper, when He told 
them, “Your love for one another 
is to be like the love I have borne 
you.” The intensity of her love 
was such that she scratched on 
the wall of her cell: “Jesus is my 
only love,” and wrote to her cousin, 
“Speaking for myself, I don’t know 
of any way of reaching perfection 
except love.” Of love she said: 
“The only thing that can be called 
love is the complete sacrifice of 
oneself.” 

Her life in Carmel’s enclosure 
was strictly organized around the 
vows of Poverty, by which she 
renounced the world; Chastity, the 
flesh; and Obedience, the pride of 
life. Her short life was one of 
contemplative prayer, cooperating 
with the Will of the Holy Ghost in 
such a way that she could really 
say, “I live, no not I, but Christ 
lives in me.” 

_ Bhe tells us her mission in life 
is to make God “loved as I love 
Him and of teaching my little way 
to other souls.” Before dying she

I have been in big crowds before 


but this was som different.

|St. Alphonsus Liguori . . . 


He Had His College Degree 


When He Was 


Only 16

SAINT ALPHONSUS LIGUORI is perhaps best known as 

the founder of the missionary order known as the Re- 
demptorists, but his reputation as an author is amazing. This 
Italian priest, who gave up a highly successful career as a 
lawyer, wrote a number of books which have been admired 
for 200 years. I always thought that Alexander Dumas and 


the authors of such stories as the< 


Horatio Alger and Tom Swift 
books held the record for popular- 
ity. But Saipgt Alphonsus’ books 
have been lated into 60 
languages and have been published 
in 17 500, editions. You don’t have 
to take the word of a Catholic for 
that; the figures are given in 
Encyclopedia Brittanica, which is 
not a Catholic reference book. 


What are these famous works? 
Well, Saint Alphonsus wrote 
“Visits to the Blessed Sacrament,” 
“Glories of Mary,” “Theologia 
Moralis” and “The True Spouse of 
Christ” (written for nuns), among 
others. In practically every pray- 
er book, you can read his famous 
prayer to the Sacred Heart: “O 
Adorable Heart of my Jesus, heart 
created expressly for the love of 
men! Until now I have shown 
toward Thee only ingratitude. 
Pardon me, O my Jesus. Heart of 
Jesus, abyss of love and of mercy, 
how is it possible that I do not 
die of sorrow when I reflect on 
Thy goodness to me and my 
ingratitude to Thee?” 


A Look At His Life 


If you want to know how Saint 
Alphonsus reached such heights of 
piety, you can take a look at his 
life. He was born near Naples in 
1696, the son of an old and noble 
family, but a rather poor one. He 
was the eldest of seven children. 
His family gave him a name that I 
suppose you can only call impos- 
ing. Here it is in full—Alphonsus 
Mary Antony John Cosmas Dam- 
ien Michael Gaspard de Liguori! 


Young Alphonsus was very 
bright and quick to learn, He 
played the harpsichord (some- 
thing like our piano) and at 13, he 
was a master at it. Reading and 
fencing were his recreation. His 
family took him to the opera, but 
Alphonsus did not approve of 
_ He did like the music, so 
e took off his glasses at the 
opera. Since he was near-sighted 
without glasses, he could hear the 
music that way but not see the 
actors and actresses. He says that 
one of his acts of disobedience to 
his parents as a young man was 
to refuse to take part in a school 
play. 

By the time he was 16, Alphon- 
sus had his degree of Doctor of 


when he was 27. He was present- 
ing an important case in court, 
one that involved half a million 
dollars, The lawyer for the other 
side stood up in court and proved 
that Alphonsus Liguori had made 
a bad mistake; he had completely 
overlooked a document that settled 
the whole matter. He had to ad- 
mit defeat publicly. 


He felt humiliated and discour- 
aged. While still in this mood, he 
made one of his regular visits to a 
hospital for incurables, trying to 
cheer up the patients. Suddenly 
a mysterious light surrounded him, 
and he heard a voice saying, 
“Leave the world and give thyself 
to Me.” There was no doubt in 
Alphonsus’ mind that he had heard 
the voice of the Lord, so he gave 
up his legal work and began to 
study for the priesthood. Three 
years later, at the age of 30, he 
was ordained, 


Founded Religious Order 


For a time he worked at Naples 
as a missionary. Then one day 
another vision came to change his

formed the habit when I was a 

very little kid. The dear Sisters 
of Mercy taught me to write at the 
top of each paper, “A.M.D.G.” I 
knew that the letters stood for “All 
for the Greater Glory of God”; 
though I was sure that the A stood 
for All, the rest of the letters nev- 
er seemed quite to fit the other 
English words. Then about the 
first thing I learned in Latin from 
the Jesuits was that those letters 
stood for the Latin “Ad Majorem 
Dei Gloriam”—"“To the Greater 
Glory of God”-—and that there was 
no “All” in the motto at all. 


When I reached St. Ignatius 
High School in Chicago, I added to 
the letters at the top of my papers 
the letters “B.V.M.H.” That too, 
I discovered, was Latin: “Beatae 
Virginis Mariae Honorem.” The 
combined mottoes now took on a 
rhythmic completeness: “To the 
Greater Glory of God and to the 
Honor of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary.” 

I started to use those letters half 
a century ago; I have never drop- 
ped the practice. I’m afraid that I 
often confused and annoyed print- 
ers and typesetters a little. So my 
manuscript secretary now has or- 
ders to delete those letters from 
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copy that goes to the various 
pr — and — cist write 

e letters on the manusc page 
offering up to God and His Blessed 
Mother whatever I to be 
—. They know t I make 
the offering, and I hope they are 
not displeased with it. the let- 
ters do not appear on the —, 
copy of the manuscript; y sel- 
dom even reach the tray of the 
linotypist. 

Down the street from where I 
lived for many years was a huge 
Masonic temple. I watched it be- 
ing built... and [ was in a state 
of rage when over the door ap- 
peared a sort of parody of my an- 
cient Jesuit slogan: “Ad Gloriam 
Dei”—“To the Glory of God.” For 
though I do not think that St. Ig- 
natius invented the letters in com- 
bination or the actual slogan, I 
know that he popularized the mot- 
to. In moments of real fervor he 
wrote “Omnia A.M.D.G."—“All for 
the Greater Glory of God.” (That 
by the way explains my putting an 
“All” into my sketchy juvenile 
translation; St. Ignatius had done 
it four centuries before.) 


Some years ago I came across a 
lovely Episcopalian Church that 
had ty upon its portico, 

.M.D.G.” It struck me as ironic 
that the church which had aban- 
doned the Catholic faith and along 
with it the baptized Latin had 
kept through the centuries that 
Latin motto. St. Ignatius would 
have resented furiously the appro- 
priation either by Masons or An- 
glicans. 

We lads in our Jesuit school 
were encouraged to write at the 
end of our assignments, “L.D.S.” 
—-the letters for the phrase suf- 
ficiently familiar to the acolyte:

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Cardinal Says Communism And 


Bigotry Rob World Of Peace 


COMMUN ISM and bigotry have robbed the world of peace. That is the declaration of His 
Eminence Francis Cardinal Spellman, Archbishop of New York. 

Cardinal Spellman discussed the crisis in which we now find ourselves when he spoke 
at a Mass of Thanksgiving offered in St. Patrick’s Cathedral to commemorate the 100th 
anniversary of the establishment of the Archdiocese of New York. His statement, of inter- 
est to the eritire nation, follows in full:

“This is a wondrous day in the< 


life of the Church, for in this 


Old Cathedral of St. Patrick 
which is held in veneration by 
hundreds of thousands of Cath- 
olics as well as a multitude of 
friends not of our faith, we have 
offered a Solemn Mass of Thanks- 
giving, marking the 100th birth- 
day the “Archdiocese of New 
York,” His Eminence said. “But 
this too is a tragic day, for it 
falls in the era of fear when our 
sons and brothers, out-numbered 
and out-equipped, are again wag- 
ing undeclared war in far away 
lands to help spare us at home 
from ultimate slavery and de- 
struction. This is a dire day for 
all Americans because there are 
some counted among her sons 
who, by covert or overt acts of 
disloyalty, or treacherous acts of 
apathy, stand guilty of the mur- 
der of those American boys whose 
young, fear-frozen faces were 
filled with bullets as they sur- 
rendered, only to be slaughtered 
by bestial communist enemies. 
Yes, this is a grim day when all 
Americans must finally face the 
fact that we have failed ‘o gain 
the promised peace purchased 
half a decade ago by the heroic 
sacrifices of America’s youth! 


Beguiled, Betrayed, 
Defeated 


“Thoughts of the past and 
present mingle in my mind and 
from out the past I come with 
burdened, nigh-broken heart to 
this dread day when once again 
I read of terrible new beginnings 
of what, little time ago, I saw on 
foreign battlefields .drenched with 
the blood of our brothers! What 
can I say to try to console the 
mothers and fathers, wives and 
sweethearts of those boys who 
never had the chance fully to 
live—yet suffered and died be- 
cause the peace for which their 
brothers paid was lost? A bitter 
thing it is yet true—for, ertrusted 
with this peace and the future 
of our youth we have once again 
failed ourselves and them—be- 
guiled, deceived, betrayed, defeat- 


ed by communists, fellow-travel- 
ers, apathetic and guilefui people 
and public servants. 


“Conscience-bound, I searched 
my own heart as now I beg all 
Americans to do — unlock the 
latchets that hold the truth lying 
restless within your own wnquiet 
hearts and hear the charge: 
Murder; the verdict: Death to 
all the free, God-loving world! 


“Fellow-Americans, dead men 
do tell tales, and you will hear 
this sentence and its tragic echoes 
in the shots that slow our broth- 
ers. And the most horrible purt 
of this indictment of ourselves is 
that never would we have _ heard 
these soul-shattering echoes, had 
we followed the true road to 
peace, the road that yesteryear 
and from time’s beginning was 
ever the same, the road marked 
by the signposts of the Ten Com- 
mandments, the road back to 
Christ and His teachings in per- 
sonal, national and international 
life! These were my words and 
my pleadings made more than a 
decade ago! I said then and now 
repeat, this is the one road to 
peace. 


Small Nations Crushed 


“Throughout the years since 
1939 this is the peace for which 
[ have pleaded—a peace with 
justice for the small nations and 
little peoples of the world, a 
peace grounded on faith in God 
and respect for our fellowman, 
recognizing that all men are cre- 
ated equal by God in God’s own 
Wmage, a peace builded by strong, 
loyal, truly united nations—for 
any other peace is counterfeit 
peace, a Soviet-pagan-peace! This 
is the menace which we have 
listlessly, appeasingly permitted 
to develop and spread over 
the major portion of the ‘world, 
as during these years of pretend- 
ed peace, the forces of our satanic 
Soviet foes have crushed out the 
liberty and life of one small 
country after another — Poland, 


Latvia, Lithuania, Estonia, Hun- 
gary, Czechoslovakia, Rumania, 
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Bulgaria, Manchuria and now 


China. 


“We have stood by and waited 
and watched! And today, gath- 
ered together under lash and 
chain are the bodies and souls of 
millions of helpless peoples who 
hate and fear the Soviets, yet 
dare not defy them, lest the 
tongues used to denounce them 
be torn from their hungry mouths.

That miracle showed the people 
of Capharnaum that Jesus could 
yg do what He said He could 
do.

And natur- 
ally, God can make things all right 
again between Himself and those 
who have offended Him. That is 
the same as forgiving sin, and 
that is what Jesus showed He 
could do. 


Even today, in heaven, Jesus can 
forgive us our sins.

And you remember that He did do 
that.

Yes, He did that too. It says so 
right in the Bible: “Receive the 
Holy Ghost; when you forgive 
men’s sins, they are forgiven. . .” 
Jesus was talking to the Apostles 
when He said that, because they 
were the ones who were going to 
take care of His Church when He 
went to heaven. 


But what did the Apostles do 
when it came time for them to die 
and go to heaven? Well, they 
gave Jesus’ Apel away too. They 
gave it to the men they ordained 
priests. And so it went, right up 
to now. The people who really 
have Jesus’ own power to for- 
give sins are the priests of His 
Church. And they have it because 
Jesus gave it to His first priests. 
That doesn’t mean, of course, that 
Jesus cannot forgive sins now, 
from heaven, because He can cer- 
tainly do that. ‘What it means is 
that when you, or your father, or 
mother, or brother, or sister, or 
teacher, or friend—when any Cath- 
olic tells his sins to a priest and 
is sorry for those-sins the priest

A nun, Sister Maria Celeste, 
saw a vision in which Alphonsus 
appeared, and the Lord told her 
that the priest should become the 
director of a new religious order. 


Alphonsus helped to establish 
the Congregation of the Most Holy 
Saviour, a name which after 17 
years was changed to the Congre- 
gation of the Most Holy Redeemer 
—the Redemptorists. Today there 
are many thousands of Redemp- 
torist priests throughout the world. 
American Redemptorists are proud 
of the 180 men of their order who 
work in foreign missions. 


The new order did not grow 
quickly and easily. These were 
troubled times all over the world, 
and Italy was no exception. The 
British had fought Spain; the 
Seven Years War was about to 
start, with England and Prussia 
fighting France, Austria, Sweden 
and Russia; the American colon- 
ists were becoming annoyed, and 
were preparing to declare their 
independence. 


These troubles 
seemed to reflect themselves in the 
life of Alphonsus. All but one of 
his companions left his new order. 
But he persevered, and the order 
grew again, so that he had four 
religious houses established. Then 
Alphonsus was made Bishop of 
a small diocese. It was an honor

By now he was deaf and almost 
blind, and in this weakened con- 
dition, some of his friends betray- 
ed him. They him to sign a 
new rule for the emptorists, to 
change the laws under which the 
group of priests should live and 
work. Alphonsus did sign the new 
rule, and shortly the 
Pope removed him from command. 
He had not been. restored to 
n August Ist, 1787, as the 
Angelus was ringing. 


Saint And Scholar 


After his death, Alphonsus was 
vindicated. The original rule of 
his order was established, and he 
himself was declared a saint only 
52 years later. 


His reputation as a lawyer, as a 
theologian and as a _missionar 
was well established; the Churc 
also declared him to be a Doctor 
of the Church, which is an honor 
reserved for ecclesiastical writers 


and sanctity. During his life he 
found time for his music, too, and 
today his hymns—particularly one 
he wrote for Christmas—-are very 
popular in Italy. 


The boy with the long name, 
the boy whose weak eyes did not 
let him play the active games of 
his friends, had grown up to be a 
leader of men. Everyone who knew 
him said his zeal was unusual, He 
became so sick that at eight differ- 
ent times in his life, he received 
the last Sacraments. Civil author- 
ities 7 him; sometimes his 
friends left him or even betrayed 
him. But nothing stopped Alphon- 
sus. He continued to spread his 
missionary zeal, and nobody knows 
how many souls owe their faith to 
him today.

1930. 


In 1940 and again in 1949 Seton 
was evaluated under the new 
standards set up for secondary 
schools by the Middle States As- 
sociation. A superior rating was 
accorded both years as the result 
of the report of the visiting com- 
mittee. 


At its inception in 1926, Seton 
had an enrollment of 259 pupils, a 
faculty of 16 teachers and at the 
close of that year graduated a 
class of 13 seniors. This year the 
student body numbered 1,200 and 
the graduating class 290. 

During the twenty-three years 
of its existence, Seton has kept

apace with what is best in Catholic 
educational thought and practice. 
In 1939-40 the installation of a cen- 
tral radio system has provided the 
means of a greater coordination 
among the various units of the 
school. 


The object of greatest import- 
ance at Seton is the student her- 
self; therefore, to meet her needs 
the curricular activities and those 
activities commonly designated as 
“extra-curricular” have greatly ex- 
panded since 1926.

So many people believe 
that we are neither rewarded nor punished until the Gen- 


eral Judgment, 


The Bible does not mention the 
name “Particular Judgment” any 
more than it mentions the name 
“Bible” or the Holy Trinity,” or 
the “Incarnation,” or “Purgatory.” 
But the Bible is very clear on all 
these doctrines. For instance 
Christ taught that Dives and Laz- 
arus were judged immediately af- 
ter death (Luke 16:22). Did he 
not promise the penitent thief the 
happiness of Paradise immediately 
after his death? (Luke 23:43). 

St. Paul makes it clear that 
Heaven is the immediate reward 
of the blessed (2 Cor. 5721-3), (Phil. 
1:21). 

And does not St Paul most def- 
initely say: “It Is i “ey unto 
all men once to die and after death 
the judgment (Hebr. 9:27)? 

Man’s fate is decided at his 
death. There would be no special 
reason for the General Judgment 
if it were not that Almighty God 
could make clear to all the world 
that He has acted justly; that the 
ones who died impenitent after 
having lived a reckless life actu- 
ally deserve eternal separation 
from Him; that many others, mis- 
judged by man, like St. Paul 
‘lived in Christ, and He in them.” 
They, in their humble, unassuming 
lives, lived free from sin and were 
deserving of everlasting bliss with 
God. 


At the time of the General Judg- 
ment all bodies will be resuscitated 
and united to the souls which in- 
habited them on earth—those “who 
died in the Lord” becoming glori- 
fied as Christ’s own body became 
glorified in the Resurrection, and 
those of the wicked “not being 
changed,” to use St. Paul’s ex- 
pression, being consigned to ever- 
lasting perdition. 

Such a judgment may be a ter- 
rible thing to think about, but it 
has been made possible by Ged for 
everyone on earth to have a favor- 
able judgment both at death and 
at the end of the world, and to en-

A Close-Up 


Not long ago, aroused by the 
extremely-bitter and vitriolic at- 
tack heaped on my beloved Faith 
by these misguided zealots, I made 
up my mind to look into their 
operations at close range.

You can- 
not help but think, as you watch 
him in action and note his fervor 
and enthusiasm: What a wonder- 
ful thing it would be if Catholics 
were as enthusiastically prepared 
to explain their Faith?

Staten Island is also the site of 
the Witnesses’ own radio station, 
a virtual necessity since public 
opinion has forced most of the 
commercial radio outlets in the 
New York area to decline the Je- 
hovah programs they featured reg- 
ularly some years ago. The vi- 
cious nature of the Witnesses’ ra- 
dio propaganda resulted in so many 
complaints that radio stations 
finally had to refuse them time. 

In South Lansing, N. Y., not far 
from Ithaca, is what the Witnesses 
call “Kingdom Farm.” This in- 
cludes the Watchtower Bible Col- 
lege of Gilead—which annually 
turns loose approximately a hun- 
dred new “servants of the Lord” 
to join the ranks of the rabble- 
rousers who only add to the world’s 
growing pile of prejudice and in- 
tolerance. 


Founder Of Cult 


It is not odd that the Jehovah 
cult should be a strange sect. The

man who originated it was a sym- 
bol of mediocrity. He was, in fact, 
a faker. He was the self-styled 
“Pastor” Charles T. Russell, born 
in Pittsburgh, Pa., in 1852. His 
parents were Presbyterians and 
Russell was raised on that doctrine. 
At 16, we find him a clerk in his 
father’s men’s furnishing store. 
His biographers record that be- 
tween sales he “gave much thought 
to human systems of Bible inter- 
pretation.” What training or back- 
ground he possessed to justify this 
analytical approach to a complex 
subject we are not told. His 
studies, however, made him “lose 
his faith” in these systems and he 
began to work out his own inter- 
pretations. 

In 1876, when he was 24 years 
old, Russell’s biblical “calcula- 
tions” brought him an amazing dis- 
covery: the second coming of 
Christ had taken place, invisibly, 
in 1874. Weary of clerking in a 
haberdashery, Russell decided to 
devout his entire time to’ preach- 
ing what he called the “astonish- 
ing truth” of his “discovery.” He 
blandly proclaimed that he had 
been “ordained” by the Holy Spirit 
and that his personal mission in 
the world was to be the precursor 
of Christ’s “millennial reign” from 
the years 1914 to 2914. 

Russell’s private life was typical 
of that of many a charlatan. His 
wife sued him for divorcé in 1897 
on the grounds of infidelity and 
cruelty. The jurist who heard the 
case remarked that Russell’s “egot- 
ism and extravagant self-praise” 
would be sufficient to make any 
woman’s life unbearable. Not long 
after he had another brush with 
the law. Some farmers accused 
him of selling them “miracle 
wheat” at $60 a bushel. This was 
an out-and-out “confidence game” 
and he had to make restitution to 
avoid prison. On his way from 
California to Brooklyn in 1916, 
Russell was called to the “Judg- 
pment Seat.” 

Russell’s mantle fell on the wait- 
ing head of his lawyer, Joseph F. 
Rutherford. Rutherford was a 
self-styled judge, although there 


ceived a black robe in the usual 
manner. Under Rutherford the 
Witnesses became “big business.” 
He set the cult up under the name 
of “Watchtower Bible and Tract 
Society” and put it in the publish- 
ing business in a big way. For 
26 ‘years he ruled the show, writ- 
ing prolifically and always in anti- 
Catholic vein and making innumer- 
able platform and radio speeches. 
Rutherford loved to speak in 
public and he satisfied his yearn- 
ing to do so “to the hilt.” On 
8, 1942, while visiting the 
uarters in San 
Diego, Calif., he died. Rutherford 
had left instructions that he be in- 
terred at Beth-Sarim (“House of 
Princes”), the Witnesses’ head- 
quarters in San Diego, but the local 
authorities refused to t per- 
mission for his burial im private 
grounds. His followers brought the 
remains East and they were in- 
terred on Staten Island. ~

= enthusiasm for the Jehovah 

itnesses, but they continue to 
take advantage of all the rights 
of a democracy to paddle their un- 
democratic and anti-Catholic tripe. 
They set up “kingdoms”-—a fancy 
name for “unit”—in big cities and 
send their literature peddlers and 
“servants of the Lord” into the 
outlying areas. They have been 
making a bid for the Negro 
“trade” in recent years without 
any notable success. 


Like the Communists, the Je- 
hovah Witnesses are a vocal, per- 
sistent minority. Like the Com- 
munists, they regard the Catholic 
Church as their principal target. 
If the Witnesses possess a laud- 
able trait, it is the tenacity with 
which they pursue their activi- 
ties in the face of opposition. They 
are zealots in promoting their doc- 
trines. The Jehovah “servant of 
the Lord” says: “Only through Je- 
hovah’s kingdom can the complete 
establishment of righteousness in 
the earth be brought about.” 


Tt is evident that he believes 


‘that. Catholics, members of «the 
one true faith, may learn a les- 
son from the activities of the Je- 
hovah Witnesses which, if —_ 
to the furtherance of their Faith, 
\could negate the activities of this 
strange cult and others like it.

Until a few years ago there was 
not a single religion allowed to 
function in Russia. Later liberty 
was granted to the Orthodox 
Church on the one condition that it 
would cooperate with the govern- 
ment in the stre ing o m- 
munism, which meant that a Chris- 
tian Church had to cOoperate with 
anti-Christianity, or to join hands 
with Satan in order to allowed 
to function as Christian. 


How many good Protestant min- 
isters and lay people were fooled 
by the magazine aamed The Prot- 
estant? Even such leaders as Bish- 
op Oxnam. That magazine was 
never Protestant. It was purely 

ro-Communist and anti-Catholic, 
ut paraded under that name in 
order to gain Protestant support. 


How many are being deceived to- 
day by the fusion of churchmen 
and agnostics functioning as “Prot- 
estant and Other American United 
for the Separation of’Church and 
State”? They got behind an athe- 
istic organization supporting the 
appeal to the Supreme Court of 
Mrs. McCollum, the professed athe- 
ist, to have religious instruction 
completely denied to public school 
children even under released time, 
which was legal in most states. 

Not one of the members of the 
Board of the POAU actually be- 
lieves that the Catholic Hierarchy 
in the United States has any de- 
signs on the public schools, or 
that it seeks complete support of 

arochial schools. Yet from the 
fashington office that charge con- 
tinued to go out despite the hun- 
dreds of denials which have been 
made. 

Only a few weeks ago a local 
unit of the POAU was formed in 
Cleveland, and a press reporter in- 
terviewed the preachers who were 
behind it to ascertain just why. The 
answer was, in substance, that they 
wished to save the public schools 
from capture by the Catholic Hier- 
archy. Nonsense. 

The Catholie Church in this coun- 
try not only never had any control 
over public schools, but never 
sought to meddle in their affairs in 
any way. You should not need to 
be told this because, year after 
year, public school Baccalaureate 
addresses are delivered by Prot- 
estant ministers, quite often in 


| Protestant churches; and teacher 


conventions and conferences are ad- 
dressed by preachers, but rarely 
by a priest. 

You have heard of Paul Blan- 
shard who, after having written 
anti-Catholic articles in The Na- 
tion — a Socialist magazine—and 
later for the Christian Century, 
which has turned anti-Catholic, 
was picked up by the POAU as a 
traveling lecturer, attracted by the 
collection taken up at meetings. 

But- does not Blanshard, in his 
book “American Freedom and 
Catholic Power,” . defend his 
charges by Catholic testimony? He 
defends nothing conclusively. He 
quotes, but misinterprets. 

What we have in mind in our 
observations here is that the men 
who have little religion are seek- 
ing to enlighten thoge who are ex- 
pected to have much more than 
they have. Blanshard is a pure 
secularist. He was a Socialist in 
the days when Socialism was anti- 
religious, just as Communism is 


y. 

We have considerable data on 
the antecedents of Blanshard, but 
this is not the place to be per- 
sonal.

lect of the Sacraments and even 
of prayer. 

This being true, children in 
our grade schools, who are “chil- 
dren of God,” must be persuad- 
ed to follow the standards which 
they were taught in school, no 
matter what kind of conduct 
they must face in the home. We 
could cite a number of instances 
of little children bringing their 
parents back to their senses, 
and even converting the non- 
Catholic father or mother. But 
if a boy or girl will have majored 
in religion and the principles of 
morality by having attended a 
parochial school for twelve years 
—elementary and high—certain- 
ly God will not excuse him or 
her if he or she will throw 
conviction overboard and begin 
to follow those who were not 
blessed with the same sort of 
early training and guidance. 

The unmarried youth should 
be by far the best Catholic, be- 
cause he or she should want to 
make certain that the devil will 
have no power over his or her 
future. 


Holy Scripture tells us that 
those who prepare for marriage 
by putting God out of their lives, 
will be undér the power of the 
Evil One. The happiest marriag- 
es are always those which are 
prepared for by prayer and good 
conduct; and husband and wife 
will always preserve in true love 
of one another if they will also 
cultivate real love for God. 


Most Catholics never even 
dream of that. They try only 
to “avoid evil” and think little 
of “doing good.” If they observe 
the Commandments it is more 
out of fear than it is out of love. 

The little children in the 
early grades of the parochial 
school are innocent, have true 
love for Jesus, would do any- 
thing for Him, would like to bé 
used in His apostolate. There- 
fore it is a shame to see that 
innocence lost, particularly if it 
is lost because of pernicious in- 
fluences in the home. 

A great many seventh and 
eighth grade girls, liking their 
own school teachers, and having 
the disposition to work for God, 
think of entering the convent, 
but they receive no encourage- 
ment at home. They are told 
that they are too young. which 
may be true; that it is only a 
notion which the Sister has put 


aria | into their heads, which may not 


be true. But the fact is that 
later they are fearful of men- 
tioning it to their parents after 


they often go from good to bad; 
bad to worse, and the great 
works of God suffer. 

Among Family prayers which 
are growing, there should al- 
ways be one, in which all the 
members will pray for guidance 
to a happy life for the children, 
and even a plea, which would 
please God, that one of their 
children may be chosen by Him- 
self to labor in His vineyard 
and for His cause.

Pastor Demands 
Living Wage For 
Sugar Workers 


Lafourche, La—(NC)—The La- 
f.urche Parish Social Action Com- 
mittee has asked the United States 
Department of Agriculture to raise 
the minimum wage of sugar field 
workers, now 32 cents an hour, 
even if it means a raise in the price 
of sugar. It also has recommended 
that sugar field workers organize 
their own unions, that farmers, 
especially small ones, organize 
unions, and that the two groups 
cooperate. 


The Rev. Jerome A. Drolet, pas- 
tor of St. Charles Church here, is 
executive secretary of the social 
action committee which has been 
organized to support religious, 
moral and social economic condi- 
tions “favorable to healthy Amer- 
ican, Christian, family life.” 
Present incomes of less than 
$1,000 a year are inadequate for 
normal family life and require he- 
roic virtue “which cannot reason- 
ably be required of the ordinary 
human,” Father Drolet said at the 
meeting. 

Attention was called to the fact 
that Hawaiian sugar workers re- 
ceive 80 cents an hour. 

The committee’s communication 
to the Department of Agriculture 
was as follows: 


“We know of some large proces- 
sors and growers who had large 
profits last year, and have not 
paid the field workers more than 
the bare minimum; these com- 
panies have paid very large 
salaries to multiple company 
officials. We know of some small 
farmers who paid a few cents 
above the minimum, and would love 


: that serious consideration be 
en to changing the price of 
sugar by one or two cents a pound 
retail, and that a considerable part 
of this increased revenue be given 
( earmarked for 
that) to the field workers.” 


Recommendations to field work- 

ers and small farmers were:

Washington — Soviet Russia 
seems to have arrived at a point 
in her history where she is able 
more than ever before to influence 
the future of the rest of the world. 
This is because it rests entirely 
with Russia whether there will be 
an all-out war in the foreseeable 
future. 


The best guess here, as this is 
written, is that an all-out war is 
not likely to come about soon. Ob- 
servers are saying this freely. It 
seems to be based upon a rather 
widespread belief, shared in official 
circles, that Russia will not strike 
somewhere else as she has recently 
done in Korea. The belief is that 
the Korean situation will eventual- 
ly be solved; that Russia will not 
at once strike in another part of 
the world, and that, at least until 
she does move i there will be 
no World War IIL. 


There is no denying here that 
Russia clearly is acting according 
to a plan. However, there seems 
to be almost universal ignorance 
of what that plan is. It might be 
truer to say that the plan is, in 
general, world conquest, but that 
no one outside of the Kremlin has 
any idea of the timetable for it, 
or the order in which foreseeable 
steps might be taken. 


Russia is in a position to stir u 

trouble in more than a dozen dif- 
ferent places, because her bound- 
aries and those of her satellites 
are now so widespread. However, 
aggression offers greater profits in 
some localities than in others, and, 
at the same time, holds out more 
hope of success in the latter than 
in the former. For example, noth- 
ing would so advance Russia’s am- 
bition for world domination at this 
time than.to overrun all of Europe. 
At the same time, the overrunning 


sections of the Far East offers 
much brighter prospects of success. 


It is easy to understand, then, 
how Russia is in a position to 
influence the future of the rest 
of the world. Nations in every 
quarter must look forward 
either to servitude to Russia or 
a state of armed preparedness 
for a long

Catholic Newspaperman 
Reported Killed In 
Crash Off Japan 


Chicago --(NC)— A. Chicago 
newspaperman who only recently 
completed a Holy Year pilgrimage 
to Rome, has been reported killed 
in a plane crash which took a toll 
of 25 lives in the Pacific Ocean 90 
miles south of Tokyo. 


Reports of the tragedy listed 
James O. Supple of The Chicago 
Sun-Times as one of four news- 
papermen aboard the plane who 
were bound for Korea as was cor- 
respondents. The plane, an army 
general headquarters C-47, left 
Haneda Airport outside Tokyo and 
was airborne only half an hour 
when the crash occurred, reports 
stated. Only one of the 26 aboard 
was rescued.

Science, Religion 
Have No Contact 
—Do Not Conflict 


London — (NC) — sec ge 
Richard Downey of Liverpool tol 
British doctors that science and re- 
ligion have no contact and that 
there could be no conflict between 
the two subjects. He made this 
statement in an address to Catho- 
lic doctors attending the annual 
meeting of the British Medical As- 
sociation. 


“The din of contention between 
science and religion exists only in 
the heated imaginations of people 
who have misconceived the func- 
tion of science or of religion or, as 
it happens not infrequently, of 
both,” said the Archbishop. “Divid- 
ing them is the whole vast province 
of philosophy. There is no conflict 
even between science and philoso- 
phy. Science describes, philosophy 
explains,” he added. 

The Archbishop, one of Britain’s 
most brilliant Catholic thinkers, 
criticized the vogue enjoyed by 
what is vaguely described ag “spir- 
itual healing,” a striking example 
of the attempt to fuse the func- 
tions of science and religion. 

“Miraculous healing was a gift 
sagan to some early Christians, 

ut never part of the mechanism 
of the Church,” said the British 
Prelate. “Throughout the ages 
many saints have possessed this 
power, and possibly there are men 
and women who possess it today, 
but it has never pertained to the 
official ministry of the Church as 


“There is nothing whatever in 
the New Testament to indicate that 
Christ established a permanent 
ministry of healing. .. The func- 
tions of the priest and the doctor 
ought not to be confused... . 
Christ’s Kingdom is not of this 
world, and bodily healing is in safe 
hands when left to the medical pro- 
fession,” he concluded.

The Institute, under the auspices 
of the Holy Cross Fathers, was 
attended by more than 500 Priests, 
Brothers and Sisters from Nova 
Scotia to California. The Rev. 
John H. Wilson, C.S.C., Director 
of Vocations at Holy Cross Sefn- 
inary on the Notre Dame campus. 
was Director of the Institute. 


“To our youth, misled by the 
world’s false values and trapped 
into admiring as idols the athletic 
star and the Hollywood actor, we 
must present a Hero and a Heroine 
infinitely more loveable and worth 
imitating, Jesus and Mary,” Bish- 
op McDonnell told the Institute 
audience. “Only in this way shall 
we be able to guide our young 
people who have been called by 
God to the happiness of this voca- 
tion.” 


‘Bishop McDonnell stressed that 
“in our own lives as Priests and 
religious and in our. spiritual 
teaching, we must show that the 
highest, surest road to happiness 
on earth and in heaven is the imi- 
tation of Christ, not the pitiable 
pursuit of the false and transient 
glory that passes for success by 
the world’s standards.” He said 
that “it is for us to show that 
there is greater opportunity for 
service to the world and to our 
fellowman in a religious vocation, 
than in a night club career or un- 
der the Kleig lights.”
